EDITORIAL

A Man and His Influence 


T has been 32 vears since Dr. William Wallace 

Dimock came to the University of Kentucky as a 
professor and as head of the Department of Animal 
Pathology. Phe day he took up his work at the 
University and at the Kentucky Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station may be set down as date 
peculiarly fortunate for horse and other live- 
stock breeders of Kentucky, and of the nation and 
the world, for that matter. 

Now a committee representing different breeds 
of horses and of other livestock is at work arrang- 
ing the details of an event whose purpose is to 
express gratitude and appreciation for the bene- 
fits which Dr. Dimock, as a scientist and as a very 
human individual, has conferred upon them. .\ 
dinner in honor of Dr. Dimock has been scheduled 
lor the evening of Monday, March 26, at— the 
Lalayette Hotel in Lexington. 

It is not the purpose here to survey the work 
done by Dr. Dimock, to recount his career, or to 
comment upon his numerous publications in the 
ficld of animal pathology. We wish only to point 
out—mainly for the younger and newer group ol 
‘Thoroughbred horsemen, since the older ones will 
well remember—a few of the benelactions tor 
which they have this devoted man to thank. 

Horsemen who are still in middle age can re- 
member the years when the most important condi- 
tion attached (unolticially, of course) to the sale 
of a Thoroughbred mare was, in elfect, let the 
buyer beware. In public auctions many brood- 
mare was sold which was in actuality no longer a 
broodmare, but only the ambulant resemblance of 
one, Strangely cnough, as late as the 1920's the 
problem of contagious abortion remaincd one of 
the hazards which a buyer and a breeder was sup- 
posed to accept as a normal risk. If a man bought 
mare so diseased that she would never have 
another foal, it was his poor luck. 

This anomalous situation, in an area where 
horse breeding was a considerable portion of the 
agricultural economy, soon challenged the atten- 
tion of Dr. Dimock. His investigation and his long 
insistence upon more hygienic methods resulted 
in the almost complete extermination of the dis- 
ease. The late E. J. ‘Tranter, of the Fasig- Vipton 
Company, was among those who quickly saw the 
importance of the research and he instituted what 
was then a revolutionary requirement in his rules 


for auction sales: he would not sell a broodimare 
unless she was certified as tree of the disease ot 
contagious abortion. 

Poday an infected mare is a rarity, and buy- 
ers take for granted the ‘guarantee which less than 
a gencration ago would have been impossible to 

Among the numerous other problems which 
drew the attention of Dr. Dimock was that of 
parasitic infestation of horses. He was appalled at 
the manner in which bloodworms and other para- 
sites flourished in’ the principal horse-breeding 
areas, and at the impairment and mortality di- 
rectly traceable to them. But this was a very tough 
problem; the parasites were more resourcetul than 
veterinary science. Year alter year Dr. Dimock 
tried to shi arpen such tools as were available in the 
losing battle. He developed an almost evangelistic 
fervor in warning breeders against the danger, in 
coaxing them into using any method which might 
reduce the degree of inlestation. “Worming” be- 
came a general practice, but the parasites persisted. 

It is only in the last lew years that: phenothia- 
zine has been brought into use at some of the ma- 
jor larmys—its use is not yet general—lor the control 
ol bloodworms. It controls them to a degree which 
wouid have been unimaginable ten years ago. Lhe 
experimentation in licld is possibly a little 
too recent for the tinal appraisal to be made, but 
it is one of the most hopelul developments in 
equine medical practice in years. 

In recent years Dr. Dimock has passed the 
flambeau of research on to younger men, and here 
is the field of his greatest influence. If a man shines 
a light in a dusk place and thereby unravels a 
mystery we may say that he has accomplished some- 
thing. But if he sets mi my others to the business of 
shining a light in dark places, there is no end to 
the accomplishment, for knowledge breeds more 
knowledge. New answers breed new questions ; new 
questions, fresh challenges. 

‘The pattern has been set, and the University 
olf Kentucky is now probably the most important 
center for the propagation of new light upon dis- 
cases of the horse. Its brilliant young men already 
have added tremendously to the resources of the 
horse breeder, not to mention their work with other 
livestock with a more direct bearing on agricul- 
tural economy.

Daniel Swigert & Elmendorf: 
Notes on the Early Years 


When Peter A. B. Widener III sold part 
of Elmendorf Farm in September, 1950, 
about 103 acres were acquired by Leslie 
Combs II. This land lies on the Iron 
Works Pike, just across the road from 
Mr. Combs’ Spendthrift Farm, to which it 
has been added. 

To my mind it is decidedly fitting that 
Mr. Combs has purchased a portion of 
the Elmendorf acreage for the reason that 
Elmendorf Farm was purchased and nam- 
ed by Daniel Swigert, who was Mr. 
Combs’ maternal great grandfather. 

The history of Elmendorf has intrigued 
me for half a century. At odd times I 
have made notes concerning it, and I take 
this opportunity to set down the fragmen- 
tary facts I have been able to assemble. 
Not that they are in anywise complete: 
the history of the American Turf and 
American bloodstock breeding has never 
been set down in print in a satisfactory 
manner, and | doubt if it ever will be. 
It can truly be said that the American 
Turf has no history. 

However, I am setting down the facts 
I have been able to assemble, not that they 
have any actual significance. Many of the 
statements may be open to dispute, but 
remember it is the simple work of a poor 
boy from the sidewalks of New York—‘a 


foreigner” with no Bluegrass background. 

To my mind Kentuckians have been 
woefully lax in their neglect of the great 
traditions of the famous stud farms in 
Central Kentucky and to a lesser extent 
those of the neighboring State of Tennes- 
I suppose it is too late to remedy 
this now, because most of the pioneer 
breeders are dead. The few persons now 
living, who are familiar with the blood- 
stock history of the State, such as Phil 
Chinn, Arthur Hancock, and Tom Crom- 
well, to mention but three, are and have 
been too engrossed in personal business 
to devote the proper time to it. 

In March 1947, I made a visit to Lex- 
ington, the objective being to pay homage 
to Man o’ War on his 30th birthday. This 
I did in company with Charlie Kenney. 
Faraway Farm was blanketed in snow but 
“the sun shone bright” and Pat O'Neil 
brought out the veteran son of Fair Play, 
and we paid our respects to the horse I 
consider the greatest Thoroughbred I have 
ever seen. I never saw him again—he 
died that autumn. 

While in Lexington I visited Leslie 
Combs II and referred to my interest in 
Elmendorf, so we went to visit his uncle, 
the erudite Brownell Combs. The Messrs. 
Combs suggested that I write them a ques-

tionnaire relative to Elmendorf and they 
would answer it to the best of their ability, 
This I did, and Brownell Combs answered 
my questions. The questionnaire was then 
mailed back to me by Leslie Combs. From 
what Leslie Combs told me. and from 
what I have been able to disinter from 
past records, I have gleaned the following 
relative to Elmendorf. So, here goes for 
what it is worth. 

Daniel Swigert was a first cousin to 
Robert A. Alexander—their mothers were 
Robert A. Alexander established 
the famous Woodburn Stud in 1857. Among 
the first stallions to stand there were Lex- 
ington, acquired from Richard Ten Broeck; 
*Australian, acquired from A. Keene 
Richards, and Planet, purchased. IL think, 
from Major Thomas Doswell. Joel Clinton 
was the first manager at Woodburn, but 
he was replaced in 1862 by Daniel Swi- 
gert, who managed the stud for seven years, 
until 1869, when he resigned and was 
succeeded by Lucas Brodhead, who was 
a brother-in-law to Daniel Swigert. Mrs. 
Swigert, prior to her marriage, had been 
Annette Brodhead. Mr. Brodhead remain- 
ed at Woodburn as long as it functioned. 
The last sale of the Woodburn stock was 
in 1899. Robert A. Alexander died De. 
cember 1, 1867, at the early age of 48, 
and was succeeded by his brother, A. J. 
Alexander. How much the Messrs. Alex- 
ander knew of racing and breeding | 
know not, but I have heard that 
Alexander took little interest in Thor- 
oughbreds, and that the success of Wood- 
burn resulted solely from the knowledge 
of horses and bloodlines possessed by the 
Messrs. Swigert and Brodhead. I am giv- 
en to understand they had no superiors in 


sisters. 


A. J.| 
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their day, if indeed any equals, and the 
success of Woodburn and Elmendorf 
seems to prove this conclusively. 

Just what Daniel Swigert did between 
1869. when he resigned from Woodburn. 
and about 1878, when he purchased the 
Preakness Stud from Milton H. Sanford, 
I know not. I do know that he raced and 
sold a number of good race horses and 
bred a few, and my conjecture is that he 
operated a stud known as the Stockwood 
Stud. which 1 suppose was added to the 
Preakness Stud when he acquired that 
property. 

Prior to 1878, Daniel Swigert is credit- 
ed with having bred Springbok |the Stud 
Book credits him to A. J. Alexander] and 
Danicheff. The former was a chestnut son 
of *Australian—Hester, by Lexington, 
foaled in 1870. This colt was a winner at 
two, in 1872, in the “blue, white sash and 
cap” of Daniel Swigert and at Jerome 
Park that year, Mr. Swigert sold Spring- 
bok to Col. David McDaniel for $2,000 
and a contingency. At three Springbok 
won the Belmont Stakes, at four he won 
nine consecutive races. including the Sara- 
toga Cup. At five he won eight races and 
dead-heated with Preakness for the Sara- 
toga Cup. 

Danicheff was a chestnut gelding by 
Glenelg—Salina, by Lexington, therefore a 
half brother to the great Salvator. He 
raced with fair success until he died in 
1880, the property of Thomas Puryear. 

Along about 1878, Daniel Swigert pur- 
chased from Milton H. Sanford the Preak- 
ness Stud, consisting of about 600 acres 
and the sires and mares domiciled there. 
Milton H. Sanford shipped all of his sta- 
ble to England about 1877 and raced 
there until 1880, selling them off from 
time to time. Among them was Preak- 
ness, which was sold to the Duke of Ham- 
ilton, and was placed in the ducal stud, 
where he sired Fiddler, which defeated 
Foxhall in the Alexandra Plate the day 
after Foxhall won the Ascot Gold Cup in 
1882. Aristocrat, Fix, Idea, Invalid. 
Mirth. North Elkhorn, Nuncio, and Use- 
ful all raced in Mr. Sanford’s name in 
England in 1880. 

Before Daniel Swigert purchased the 
Preakness Stud he raced and sold a num- 
ber of good horses. Among them was 
Kingfisher, foaled in 1867, a bay son of 
Lexington—*Eltham Lass, by Kingston. 
bred by the Woodburn Stud but purchas- 
ed, and developed by Daniel Swigert. 
Kingfisher, trained by the elder Raleigh 
Colston, won the Belmont and Travers 
Stakes at three. Ed Brown (Brown Dick) 
rode him in the Belmont. After the Trav- 
ers. Kingfisher was sold to the elder Au- 
gust Belmont. Kingfisher was beaten but 
once that year, in the Robins Stakes at 
Monmouth Park by Enquirer, two-mile 
heats. Kingfisher won the first heat. He 
won the Jerome Stakes in October, ridden 
by Mat Byrnes, and at four he walked

over for one race and was second to Long- 
fellow in the Saratoga Cup. At five Alarm 
beat him twice. but he whipped Fadladeen 
in his remaining start, was retired to the 
old Nursery Stud, at Babylon, Long Is- 
land. He was responsible for Magnetism. 
Duchess. Rica, Oriole. Filette, Lady Rose- 
bery, Prince Royal, Turenne, and Turco. 
He died July 1, 1890, aged 23. 

Next was King Alfonso, a bay son of 
*Phaeton—-Capitola, by Vandal, foaled in 
1872, bred by Warren Viley and sold to 
Daniel Swigert at two. As a 3-year-old he 
won the Kentucky St. Leger. the Tobacco 
and Galt House Stakes at Louisville. and 
the Hotel Stakes at Nashville. In_ his 
time he defeated Ten Broeck and Volti- 
geur. He was later sold to the Woodburn 
Stud and sired Foxhall, Quito, Lizzie Dwy- 
er, Don Fulano Telemachus, Fonso, and 
Grenada. 

Baden Baden, foaled in 1874, was a full 
brother to Helmbold. They were by 
* Australian—Lavender, by Wagner, and 
were bred at Woodburn. Baden Baden 
was purchased as a yearling and develop- 
ed by Daniel Swigert, for whom he won 
the Kentucky Derby of 1877 and was 
trained by Ed Brown (Brown Dick). 
Baden Baden, after he won the Kentucky 
Derby, was sold to William Astor and in 
his new owner’s colors he finished third 
in the Belmont Stakes. The late Walter 
S. Vosburgh stated that Baden Baden was 
very finely drawn when he arrived at the 
Atlantic seaboard. but this was illustra- 
tive of Ed Brown’s training. L remember 
seeing Plaudit when he threw down the 
gauge to Hamburg in 1897. The Madden 
color-bearer looked like a gutted herring. 
Given a rest after the Belmont. Baden 
Baden won the Jersey Derby and Travers 
Stakes. I have a notion that Jacob Pincus 


trained him. He broke down in the Ken- 
ner Stakes and was retired to the stud, 
where he was a failure. 

Another yearling purchased from Wood- 
burn was Spendthrift, a son of *Australian 

Aerolite, by Lexington, which was foal- 
ed in 1876 and was unbeaten at two, win- 
ning all five of his starts.) Among them 
were the Sanford Stakes and the Young 
America Stakes No. 1. My guess is he 
was trained by Lee Paul. In the spring 
of 1879, James R. Keene sent his agent, 
Charles Bathgate, to Kentucky, where he 
purchased Spendthrift for $15,000 and a 
contingency. The colt came East and was 
trained by Thomas Puryear. He was re-

It Comes Out in Foot-Pounds; 
A Racing Man from Australia 


A person with no better record than I 
have against algebra and other such mys- 
teries hasn't any business getting involved 
in a discussion about aluminum plates vs. 
steel plates, such as Joe Palmer mention- 
ed in his column last week. But the state- 
ment advanced by the Victory (aluminum) 
plate man that a horse would pick up 132 
pounds more with iron shoes than with 
aluminum shoes. in covering a mile in 20- 
foot strides, left me unconvinced. 

L couldn't prove he was wrong if he 
said the horse picked up 1.320) pounds 
more instead of 132. because anything be- 
yond 2 times 2 leaves me in the gate. 
However, I have an acquaintance with Dr, 
H. H. Downing, head of the math. depart- 
ment at the University of Kentucky. Prof. 
Downing is a sporting gentleman by way 
of tennis. and I got to know him well dur- 
ing the latter part of his quarter-century 
of coaching U. K. tennis teams. 

“Its a matter of work. rather than of 
actual weight.” Dr. Downing explained 
after | had outlined the puzzle. “It in- 
volves foot-pounds of energy.” He made a 
few calculations on a piece of paper and 
announced that a horse wearing four steel 
shoes weighing a total of cight) ounces 
more than the aluminum shoes. and cover- 
ing a mile in 20-foot strides. would do 
about 66 foot-pounds more work than a 
horse wearing aluminum shoes. striding 


the same distance. and lifting his feet 
exactly as high off the ground as the horse 
with steel shoes. [think we (he) figured 
on both horses lifting their feet six inches 
off the ground: if the horse wearing steel 
shoes lifted his feet eight inches to the 
other's six. he would do a correspondingly 
greater amount of work. You can see that 
it gets complicated when you try to mateh 
horses stride for stride. lift: for lift. 

\ foot-peund of work. if you have for- 
gotten your physics. is the amount of work 
done in lifting one pound to a height of 
one foot against the pull of gravity. Six- 
ty-six foot pounds would involve lifting 
one pound to a height of 66 feet. or in lift- 
ing 66 pounds one foot. 

“L dont know how 66 foot-pounds 
might affect the outcome of a race.” Dr. 
Downing observed. 
might get a

coach of my acquaintance who 


handicaps horses when he is not defend- 
ing the single wing against the T. He 
has worked out a great many abstract 
problems concerning the chances of a giv- 
en horse in a given race. and he claims 
to have attained success. (He insists that 
his is a “method” and not a “system.” 
though L cannot follow such hair split- 
ting.) 

At Saratoga one summer we matched 
our horse-playing prowess for a few days: 
1 followed whatever tips were given to me 
in the paddock by trainers. which is not 
always the highroad to success. and he 
followed his “method.” which is based on 
what a football coach would call “sleeper 
plays.” He watches for horses which he 
thinks are being discounted more higlhily 
than they ought to be: it’s like having an 
eligible pass receiver hidden out along the 
sideline.

World fame for Dr. Dimock in the vet- 
erinary profession sprang from boy- 
hood interest in farming and livestock in 
Connecticut. where he was born and where 
he received the degree of B.S. in Agricul- 
ture from the University of Connecticut in 
1901. His doctorate veterinary medi- 
cine was obtained in 1905 at Cornell. The 
next four years were spent in Cuba at the 
National Cuban Experiment Station as an 
investigator on animal diseases and as 
veterinarian to the National Board of 
Health. There he was granted the D.V.M. 
degree by the University of Cuba. and a 
few years ago was given an honorary de- 
gree by the University of Havana. 

Dr. Dimock returned to the United 
States in 1909 to accept the chair of pro- 
fessor of pathology at Iowa State College. 
In 1919 he was called to the University 
of Kentucky as professor and head of the 
Department of Animal Pathology. Here 


his most publicized works have been on 
infections relating to sterility of mares. 

Before 
coming to Kentucky he had done a great 
amount of work on diseases of swine. hog 
cholera particularly. In Kentucky he con- 
tinued to work with swine. though not on 
an official project basis.

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AVERAGE-EARNINGS INDEX by J. A. Estes 


In Tue Broop-Horse of November 4 
[ presented the ranking of prominent 
French sires in 1949, according to the av- 
erage-earnings index, which is based on 
average per starter. Having done that, it 
appeared something of an obligation to 
compile the figures for racing in Great 
Britain in 1949, even though it is now 
early in 1951 (the work having been held 
up by a long absence from the office and 
by later delays in finding space). 

The British figures are comparatively 
easy to obtain. The total number of start- 
ers during the year is given in the Racing 
Calendar, along with the total distribu- 
tion in Great Britain. Irish totals are not 
included as they formerly were. With 
these basic data at hand. the only proi- 
lem was to determine how many starters 
represented each sire during the year. 
These figures were obtained by tallying 
from the index. 

The Racing Calendar reports a total of 
£1,181.969 and 8 shillings distributed in 
first monies (place monies are never in- 
cluded) in England and Scotland last 
year, and it reports 4.498 starters. This 
makes an average of £262.777. or slightly 
more than £262 and 151% shillings. The 
average is higher and the totals lower

than in 1948 because of the dropping of 
Irish racing from the English record. 

The statistical picture in England is 
complicated by continual raids of foreign 
horses in the more important races, and 
in many of the lesser contests. Runners 
by French sires account for many thou- 
sands of pounds every vear, and the much 
smaller contingent from the United States 
usually takes something out of proportion 
to its size. Horses from Ireland also make 
successful raids. 

The average-earnings method has been 
explained so frequently that in this case 
perhaps the explanation can be done by 
example. At the top of the accompany- 
ing list is the name of Dante. one of the 
first sons of the Italian-bred 
Neareo, and probably his highest-class off- 
spring. The statistical section of the Rac- 
ing Calendar shows eight winners by 
Dante, and it happens that each of these 
won at least as much as the annual aver- 
age for great Britain. Five of them won 
as much as four times the average. They 
earned a total of £19.855.75—the 15. shil- 


lings represented 75 per cent of a pound. 


successful 


This total was 75.561 times the annua! av- 
erage: that is. the 15 offspring of Dante 
earned more than 75 horses would have 


received if all the money had been divid- 
ed equally among all starters. The index 
(adjustment divided by starters) shows 
that Dante’s get earned slightly more than 
five times their expected earnings, if the 
over-all average is accepted as the ex- 
pectancy per starter. 

The 33 starters by *Nasrullah earned 
as much as the mathematical expectation 
of 157 starters, or 4.77 times their quota. 

The accompanying tabulation shows the 
1949 records of all which had at 
least six starters in Great Britain and 
which had earnings at least as high as 
their mathematical expeciancy. 

COMBINED TOTALS. Since many 
sires are represented by runners both in 
England and France, a more accurate pic- 
ture may be obtained by combining the

totals from the two countries. Nothing 
much is to be gained by translating 


franes into pounds. or pounds into francs, 
since the averages in the two countries are 
different. But since the adjustment shows 
relative totals, the records may be sum- 
med and a new index determined as in the 
following examples. taken from among the 
leaders.

The foregoing samples do not constitute 
a two-country list of leaders. They are 
set down simply as examples of sires with 
strong representation on both sides of the 
Channel. The combined indexes are de- 
ficient in that many of the starters raced 
in beth countries. hence dividing their 
earning power. The only way to correct 
this slight statistical difficulty would be 
to put the earnings index on a_per-start 
instead of a per-year basis. and I think 
that the latter is more important (as well 
as more feasible). The French totals have 
been recalculated on the basis of M. 
Romanet’s estimate of the average per 
runner on the flat. that is, 185.322 francs. 


THE BELAIRS. Numerous American 
sires had runners in Great Britain last 
vear. Eight Thirty, for instance, had an 
index of 2.50 for his three starters there. 
But the only two sires whose American 
totals are materially affected by the addi- 
tion of the English records are *Isolater 
and *Rhodes Scholar, both of which were 
represented in William Woodward’s small 
hut powerful stable. Here the American 
and English reeords are combined:

The disadvantage. that is, the statistical 
warping, of adding pounds to dollars is 
evident here. If the £10.407°4 earned by 
Lone Eagle (by *Isolater) were turned 
to dollars at the devalued rate of $2.80 to 
the pound. the total would have been only 
12 times the average in the United States 
last year. In the example above it has 
heen compared with the annual average in 
Great’ Britain. and is nearly times 
greater than that average. Assuming that 
competition is about equal in’ the two 
countries, Lone Eagle could have earned 
somewhere around $95,000 in the U.S. 
last year,

‘Kayak II and the ’Biscuit; 
A Namesake Turns Out Well 


Los ANGELES 

A good man at keeping a secret is 
Silent Tom Smith, the man who made 
a career of training such horses as Sea- 
biscuit, *Kayak II, *Sorteado, and Jet 
Pilot. Now that there is no necessity 
to keep this particular secret any longer, 
Silent Tom has just added a most inter- 
esting footnote on the career of the game 
little Seabiscuit. 

“IT told you once.” Tom began, “that 
Seabiscuit could never have raced again 
after winning the 1940 Santa Anita 
Handicap. But I never told you why. 
The reason was that he fractured a bone 
in his fore leg. Now that Mr. [C. S.] 
Howard is dead. and Seabiscuit is gone, 
too, there is no reason why the 
should not be told. That race was going 
to be the last for Seabiscuit. As it turned 
out. it had to be his last race. and it was 
a good thing that on that afternoon he 
became the money-winning champion of 
That was his goal.

the world at the time. 
and he made it. 

“But for the next five Tom 
said, “Seabiscuit did not leave his stall. 
We put a cast on his leg. and the cracked 
bone mended perfectly. But photographers 
kept dropping by. anxious to get pictures 
of Seabiscuit. and I had to tell them he 
had just had his exercise and | could not 
take him out of the stall again.” 

As you know there has always been a 
lot of conjecture about the finish of that 
1940 Santa Anita Handicap. *Kayak IL 
was second to his stablemate that after- 
noon, and Mr. Howard always main- 
tained that the black horse from South 
America would never have caught Sea- 
biscuit even if they had another 
mile and a quarter. Most of the observers 
in the press box, including this reporter. 
saw the race differently, and thought 
*Kayak IL could have won had he been 
ridden out. So | put the question to Tom, 
and asked him what he thought: Could 
*Kayak IL have beaten Seabiscuit that 
afternoon? Tom Smith’s answer was an 
emphatic “Sure!” 

“But that doesn’t take any credit away 
from the “Biscuit that day.” Tom added. 
“*Kayak II may not have been able to 
win, if Seabiscuit had not been in there. 
Seabiscuit was bulldogging the leaders 
all the way, running them into the 
ground, and he really set up the race 
there in the stretch for *Kayak IL.”

When you talk to Tom Smith you learn 
a number of astonishing things that bring 
these fine Thoroughbreds _ parading 
through your memories once again. For 
example, Tom’s pet of all was not Sea- 
biscuit; it was the black *Kayak II. I 
think the reason for this was that Tom’s 


son, Jimmy, broke the South American, 
and he was a part of the family from his 
first lesson to his last race. On the other 
hand, Tom Smith thinks that Seabiscuit 
was the gamest race horse he has ever 
seen. In a match race, Tom said. he 
would have to take the “Biscuit against 
any horse that ever lived. 

Tom Smith had one other pet, too, and 
that was *Sorteado. This was really a 
great horse, in Tom’s opinion, and had it 
not been for an untimely accident that 
ended his career, *Sorteado might have 
proven himself the finest of all the horses 
that ever carried the famous red and 
white triangle silks of the Howards.

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One of the noted horsemen at Santa 
Anita whose name does not escape me 
now, but who shall be nameless, anyway, 
was discussing his fellow trainers the 
other morning. “You know,” he said, 
“we are all pretty much copycats in this 
business. If we see another trainer do 
something, and it succeeds, we all try it. 
We play a game of follow the leader, try- 
ing to do what the man does who is win- 
ning races. To my mind, there has been 
only one original man in our time, and 
that is Ben Jones.” 

It sounds like pretty good sense to this 
reporter, but I would like to add the 
name of Tom Smith. Each horse was 
something new and challenging to Tom. 
I don’t think he ever trained two alike. 
Tom would look at a horse for hours, 
without saying a word, but when he 
finally turned away he had a pretty good 
idea of what was in that horse and what 
he could do. Tom likes to keep busy. 
and now is training a 2-year-old filly by 


Wild Chicle named Miss Honor. He 
thinks she might make a runner. Tom 


Smith has been looking at her quite a 
while, and if he thinks she may do, that 


is good enough for me. 


RUTH LILY. The field for this spring’s 
historic Kentucky Oaks lost as game a 
filly as we have ever bred in California 
when Ruth Lily pulled up with injuries 


after winning the Santa Susana Stakes on 
a disqualification at Santa Anita Park. 
She is not hurt too badly, but there is a 
filling in her left leg. and her owners 
E. B. (The Pieman) Johnston and Ted 
Tepper have sent her to their Old English 
Rancho at Ontario for a rest. 


Ruth Lily is a storybook filly that got 
where she is on guts. There just isn’t 
any other word to express her complete 
gameness. She is a little thing that 
hardly weighs 840 pounds, and to look 
at her you wouldn’t give $500 for such a 
scrawny filly. Johnston didn’t think she 
was worth any more, and sold her for 
that amount to Mr. Tepper. After she 
developed into such a runner, Mr. Tep- 
per was a good enough sport to cut The 
Pieman in for a half ownership in Ruth 
Lily. 

She began her career in the cheapest 
2-year-old claiming races at Santa Anita 
a year ago. She kept on winning, or 
getting close, but neither Mr. Johnston 
nor Mr. Tepper gave her too much of a 
tumble until one afternoon last fall at 
Hollywood Park, Ruth Lily ran seven fur- 
longs in 1:2215 which, I believe, is a 
world record for a 2-year-old. Ruth Lily 
was second to Sickle’s Image in the Lassie 
Stakes at Hollywood Park, then came 
back to beat Clarence Hartwick’s fine 
filly in the Santa Susana. 


It was a pretty rough race. Going into 
the off the backstreteh, Siekle’s 
Image had the lead. but began lugging 
in and forced first Blue Lea and then 
Ruth Lily to take up. The latter must 
have struck the rail, as she came back 
with paint marks from her shoulder down 
to her shins. and with a leg that filled up 
the next day. There was a lot of bump- 
ing in the homestretch, and to this  re- 
porter it looked like Sweet Talk. which 
was disqualified after winning, was not 
responsible for it all.

Battle Morn & Some Others; 
The Tight Turns at Hialeah 


Miami 
The important race at Hialeah 
last week. as far as general interest is 


most 


concerned, was the overnight feature on 
February 15. which brought together Bat- 
tle Morn. Elixir, Pur Sang. Count Turf, 
General Staff. and others at a mile and a 
furlong. for this was the first test, at any- 
thing approaching classic distance, to at- 
tract as many 3-year-olds with any real 
reputation. Elixir, as you probably know, 
is not in the Flamingo Stakes. which 
seemed an oversight on the day he won 
the Bahamas Handicap from Royal Mus- 
tang and Pur Sang, though he was getting 
weight concessions from both of them and 
won only by a nose. 


Battle Morn, on the day Royal Mustang 
beat him three lengths at seven furlongs. 
detracted a great deal from his reputation. 
but it was overlooked that he was giving 
the winner nine pounds. There also had 
been reports that his wind was affected. 
but there was nothing in the February 15 
race to confirm this. He was always 
fairly well up. and when he started. under 
some of Atkinson’s hardest whipping. he 
did the job very convincingly. beating 
Elixir 215 lengths at level weight. Count 
Turf seemed to have nothing except speed. 
as he did in the Bahamas. 

The disappointment of the race was 
General Staff. which was the starting fa- 
vorite by a slight margin over Pur Sang. 
He had won two overnight sprints here. 
but it seemed to me at the end of the see- 
ond one that he was laboring. though his 
margin was big enough. At a mile and a 
furlong he was never very close up. and 
he faded at the end and was last. 
afraid 


I'm 
he isn’t going to like distance al- 
though. since several clockers told me he 
had not been seen on the track between 
the two races. it might be well to give him 
another chance. 

The only excuse I could see applied to 
Pur Sang. winner of the Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes last fall. He was fairly well 
back when he started a move leaving the 
far turn, and he was almost: immediately 
blocked. He got through coming into the 
stretch, but he was on the inside behind 
horses. and he really had no place to go. 
By the time Tommy Barrow had worked 
him over to where he was clear, the race 
was already lost.

Meade Stakes at two in 1878 and the Blue 
Ribbon Stakes a vear later: and Peru. 
foaled in 1867 and winner of the Ash- 


land Oaks. Add to these Toldeo, foaled 
in 1876, winner of the Young America 
Stakes: and Ceylon. foaled in 1873, win- 
ner of the Young America Stakes in the 
autumn of 1875. 

When Daniel Swigert) purchased the 
Preakness Stud he changed the name of it 
to the Elmendorf Stud. Elmendorf is an 
old New York Dutch name of great antiq- 
uity and was the name of Mrs. Swigert’s 
vrandmother. 

Mr. Swigert bought the land. the sires. 
and the mares at Preakness. How many 
mares were involved | have no means of 
knowing. but there were three stallions in- 
cluded: Glenelg. Monarchist and Virgil. 
foaled in 1866. 1868. and 1864. respec- 
lively. 

Glenelg was a son of Citadel-—*Babta. 
by Kingston. He was imported in utero 
by Sir Roderick Cameron and was foaled 
at his stud at Clifton. Staten Island. Sir 
Roderick is another one of the forgotten 
men in American bloodstock history. He 
not only raced horses but also imported 
*Leamington, the best sire ever imporced. 
with the possible exception of *Glencoe. 
The elder August Belmont sent Jacob 
Pincus to the Cameron sale to buy “the 
big bay yearling out of the Kingston 
mare. which he did, for $2.000. The colt 
was named Glenelg. He began racing at 
three. won the Travers and Jerome Stakes. 
beat Helmbold in the Maturity Stakes. 
and won the Bowie Stakes in four-mile 


heats. He finished second to his stable 
companion Fenian in the Belmont Stakes. 
the stable having declared to win with 
Fenian. Glenelg made three seasons at 
the Nursery Stud. after which Mr. Bel- 
mont weakened on him and sold him = to 
Milton H. Sanford for $10,000. with the 
fillies Finesse and Ulrica thrown in. so 
Glenelg came to Kentucky. 

Monarchist was a dark bay son of Lex- 
Mildred. by *Glencoe. He was 
bred at) Woodburn and purchased as a 
vearling by Mr. Sanford. He did not race 
at two. but at three he won the Annual 
Stakes and Grand National Handicap. At 
four he won all of his starts. bar one.

Daniel Swigert having acquired the 
Preakness Stud and changed its name to 
Elmendorf Stud. bred a large number of 
high-class race horses there. the majority 
of which he sold. I do not recall his rae- 
ing any great horse after 1878 with the 
exception of Hindoo, a son of Virgil 
Florence. by Lexington. foaled in 1878 
and raced at two in the name and colors 
of Mr. Swigert. He was trained by Ed 


Brown. 
At two Hindoo won his first) seven 
starts. They included the Colt and Filly 


Stakes at Lexington; the Alexander and 
Tennessee Stakes at Louisville; the Juve- 
nile and Jockey Club Stakes at St. Louis; 
the Criterion and Tremont Hotel Stakes 
at Chicago. At Saratoga he finished 
third in the Windsor Hotel Stakes to 
Crickmore and Bonnie Lizzie. and Thora 
beat him in the Day Boat Line Stakes. 
after which he was sold to the Dwyer 
brothers and turned over to James Rowe 
to train. At three he won his first 18 
starts including the Kentucky Derby, Tid- 
al. Coney Island Derby. Lorillard, Cham- 
pion, and St. Leger at Monmouth; the 
Travers. Sequel. United States Hotel, and 
Kenner Stakes at Saratoga. Starting at 
1 to 8. he was beaten into the third place 
in the September Stakes by Crickmore 
and Aella. and ten days later Crickmore 
again beat Hindoo at 115 miles. At four 
he was beaten by Checkmate in his first 
start, the Dixiana Stakes. after which he 
won the Louisville Cup, the Merchants 
and Turf Stakes. the Coney Island Stakes, 
and the Coney Island Cup. In three sea- 
sons. in 36 starts. he won 31 races, was 
second in three. third in two. earned $72.- 
340. Hindoo was possibly the best horse 
ever bred by Daniel Swigert, his only 
rival being Salvator. As a sire he was a 
disappointment. Other than Hanover. 
Jim Gore. and Sallie McClelland. his stock 
did not amount to much. 

After Hindoo T have records of nine 
high-class stake winners bred by Daniel 
Swigert at the Elmendorf Stud. From 
1878. the vear Hindoo was foaled. to 1891. 
when the Elmendorf Stud was dispersed. 
a period of 13 years. Daniel Swigert bred 
ten high class stakes winners.

Odom, used to ride him. Louisette was a 
bay filly by Glenelg—Stamps. by Lexing- 
ton.

orange sleeves and cap” of “Prince 
George” Lorillard to victory in 11 races 
including the September and Hunter 
Stakes. She was trained by the master, 
Wyndham Walden. 

Ben Ali was a brown son of Virgil — 
Ulrica, by Lexington. He won the Ken- 


tucky Derby in 1886 in the blue and 
orange silks of J. B. Haggin. He was 


trained. | think, by “War Jig” Jim Mur- 
phy and was named after his owner's son. 
who died early in life. 

Firenzi was by Glenelg—Florida, by 
Virgil. She was purchased as a yearling 
by J. B. Haggin. Jim Murphy trained her 
at two, Mat Byrnes thereafter. She dis- 
putes with Miss Woodford for the honor 
of being the best mare ever bred in this 
country. She beat all of the best horses 
of her time. Hanover, Kingston, Race- 
land, etc. In 82 starts she won 48 races, 
was second in 20, third in nine, unplaced 
in but five, earning $112.586. The late 
Tom Welsh, a first-class trainer and an 
exceptionally good judge of a horse, told 
me shortly before his death that he had 
seen no filly or mare the equal of Firenzi 
in the past fifty-odd years—that Beldame 
was the nearest approach. 

The unbeaten Tremont was a black son 
of Virgil—Ann Feif, by Alarm. He was 
said to have been a very fine looking 
horse. but it was said his dam did not 
look like a Thoroughbred. The Dwyer 
brothers bought Tremont as a_ yearling 
for $1.600 and turned him over to Frank 
McCabe to train. He carried the “blue, 
red sash and cap” of the Brooklyn butch- 
ers in all his races at two. 13 in all, then 
went wrong and wound up in the stud 
where he was bred. His racing was con- 
fined to a period of about 8 weeks. 

Los Angeles. foaled in 1885. was by 
Glenelg—La Polka. by Lexington. In 110 
starts she won 48 races. was second in 28.

The Elmendorf Stud insofar as Daniel 
Swigert is concerned passed out of exist- 
ence on October 2, 1891, when 67 mares 
sold for $66,230. an average of $990. and 
four stallions sold for a total of $26.250, 
an average of $6.587. Tremont was sold 
to General W. H. Jackson of the Belle 
Meade Stud for $18,400 but did no better 
in Tennessee than he did in Kentucky. 
Portland. a son of Virgil—Finework, by 
Lexington. foaled in 1883, was purchased 
by L. P. Tarlton for $4,000. Bersan was 
acquired by Wickliffe Preston for $2.200, 
and Glenelg, then 25, was bought by Ty- 
ree Bate of Gallatin, Tenn. for $1.650. He 
lived on to October 23. 1897. aged 31. I 
find no account of the sale of Virgil, but 
do know that he died at the Quindaro Stud 
in Kentucky in 1893, aged 29.

as if he might pull through. His last 
foals were born in 1947; after the 1946 
breeding season he was retired from the 
stud because of advanced years. 

*Cohort, a bay son of Grand Parade 
out of the stakes winner Tetrabbazia 
(dam of the St. Leger winner Singapore), 
by The Tetrarch, was bred in England in 
1925 by Sir Alec Black. He was sold at 
the Doncaster yearling sales of 1926 for 
300 guineas (about $1.500). He did not 
race at two, and he started only four 
times at three before bowing tendons in 
both fore legs. But during his brief rac- 
ing career he won the Easter Plate, over 
16 other starters, and the Scarborough 
Stakes. In the latter he ran the mile in 
1:36°5 under 131 pounds; he gave 17 
pounds to the second horse. 

*Cohort was imported to the United 
States by Mr. and Mrs. Herbert Pulitzer, 
of New York. He was turned over to 
Max Hirsch, and stood training well 
enough to show that he had speed, but 
he never became sound enough to go to 
the post. Late in the summer of 1929 he 
was shipped to Dr. Davis’ father, the late 
H. N. Davis. at Lexington. He entered 
the stud in 1930. Mr. and Mrs. Pulitzer 
sold their breeding stock at Saratoga in 
August. 1933. By this time Mr. Davis 
had hecome attached to *Cohort, and was 
of the opinion that he was a good sire 
(he had five 2-year-old winners in his first 
crop of foals). The market for blood- 


stock was weak that year, and *Cohort 
was knocked down to Mr. Davis on his 
bid of $900. 

Later on Mr. Davis had some oppor- 
tunities to sell *Cohort at a profit, but 
he declined the offers. Under the Davis 
management, *Cohort made the 1934 
breeding season under novel terms: $60 
for a filly foal, $120 for a colt. Mares 
were to be examined for pregnancy in 
September. If a mare was in foal, her 
owner paid $60 at that time. If she had 
a colt foal, another $60 was due. 

During the remainder of his lifetime, 
*Cohort was at Bluegrass Heights Farm. 
He sired a great many winners. Among 
them were numerous stakes winners, in- 
cluding Brannon, Roman Soldier, Upper- 
most, Ciencia, Smart Trick, Roman Flag, 
Brownie, Black Badge, Dance Team and 
Bobanet. Through 1949 the get of *Co- 
hort had earned a total of $2,108,485. 


Straight Flush for *Khaled 


Two-year-olds in the first American- 
bred crop of the Hyperion stallion *Khal- 
ed staged an impromptu clean-up cam- 
paign in the first races on Wednesday. 
Thursday, and Friday of the week of Feb- 
ruary 11, at Santa Anita Park. 

The first race on Wednesday, a three- 
furlong dash for maiden 2-year-old fillies. 
was won by Mr. and Mrs. E. B. Johnston's 
Nurse o’ War, a black filly by *Khaled 
Amphibian, by Man o° War. She was 
making her first start. The following aft- 
ernoon the initial event went to Mrs.

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Gordon Guiberson’s 2-year-old Remolacha. 
a chestnut daughter of *Khaled—*No- 
creia, by El Cinco. Remolacha had brok- 
en her maiden in her second start on Janu- 
ary 18. On Friday afternoon. the first 
race was won by Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
James’ home-bred Big Noise. a chestnut 
colt by *Khaled—Guard Ship. by Trace 
Call. The race was a three-furlong sprint 
for maiden 2-year-old colts and geldings. 
Big Noise was making his third start. 
*Khaled is a brown horse by Hyperion 
—Kelair, by Ethnarch. and is owned by 
Rex C. Ellsworth. of Ontario, Calif. He 
stands at Mr. Ellsworth’s ranch at On- 
tario. *Khaled was retired to stud in Ire- 
land in 1947, and was later sent to the 
United States. where he made his first 


season in 1948. 


Go West, Young Mare 


The last time anybody counted foretops. 
there were about 221 Thoroughbred stal- 
lions at stud in California, scattered over 
the length and breadth of the State. (In 
Kentucky, where there is a far greater 
concentration of broodmares in a much 
smaller area, there are about 250. stal- 
lions.) 

This competition for mates means that 
not many California stallions get large 
books: the majority have very limited op- 
portunity at stud. A stallion owner who 
wants his horse to have a chance has to 
either buy a lot of mares to breed to him, 
or has to work hard at promotion. 

In promoting his stallion Tron Hills. ad- 
mittedly not of fashionable breeding (Bon 
Homme—Danube Waves, by *Bistouri) 
and admittedly without a full book, ranch 
owner Harry Isenberg has introduced a 
new “gimmick”: breed a stakes winner to 
Iron Hills and you get a free season, plus 
a cash bonus of $100. For non-stakes win- 
ners. but “fair sorts.” Mr. Isenberg has 
another proposition: breed to Iron Hills 
for $250, and the fee will be refunded if 
the produce starts, and fails to win up 
through the third year. 

Iron Hills is a 16-year-old horse which 
started 91 times in six seasons, won eight 
races and $21,815. He won the California 
Breeders Champion Stakes at two, placed 
in four other stakes, all in California. His 
best runner to date is Audacious Man, 
winner of the Haggin Stakes. Iron Hills 
stands at Mr. Isenberg’s Iron Mountain 
Ranch, Riverside. In his first six seasons 
at stud, he had a total of 22 registered 
foals, 15 winners. The bonus-and-refund 
plan is being advertised in The Thor- 
oughbred of California.

he arrived from Australia. and rode two 
winners. He had no idea of burning up 
the track, he said, but he felt that he had 
a better chance of learning American 
methods by riding races than by merely 
observing from the ground. 

He was familiar with the American- 
type starting gate. hence was at no disad- 
vantage there, but he had to adjust his 
usual method of riding to the fast early 
pace of our racing. The time of Australi- 
an races compares favorably with U. S. 
times at the various distances. he said. but 
in Australia the riders save a burst of 
speed for the finish, and do not ride so 
energetically at the start. He would have 
liked to try to pace a horse at Santa 
Anita according to the Australian tempo. 
but deemed it wiser to follow the Ameri- 
can practice even if it meant a loser. than 
to make what his mount’s trainer might 
consider to be an error by taking back 
with a horse early in a race. 

Though he is accustomed to riding on 
the turf. he found U. S. dirt tracks no 
great change because Australian 
frequently are trained over dirt) courses. 


horses 
It was his opinion. though he qualified 
it by stating that he had not much ex- 
perience with American racing strips. that 
the Santa Anita track is on the hard side. 

\ difference he noted between Australi- 
an and American racing. he said. was that 
in Australia there is a wider span between 
the time made by a good horse and that 
made by a plater. “One of our good 
horses might run seven furlongs in 1:22 
and a fraction” he explained. “whereas 
a plater might require 1:27. In the Unit- 
ed States there doesn’t seem to be this dif- 
ference between stakes horses and platers. 
though of course the stakes horses have 
greater Class.” 

He noted also that American racers are 
kept in training much longer. after they be- 
come unsound. than in Australia. “Its a

Bigger Purses at Garden State 


The Garden State Racing Association 
plans to increase daily average purse dis- 
tribution as well as the added value of 
three of its stakes during the coming 25- 
day spring meeting. Excluding stakes. 
the association will distribute $625.000. 
daily average $25.000. This is $1.000 
more per day than was paid in 1950.

CORRECTION 


Total purse money for 2-year-old fillies 
was incorrectly stated as being $1,373,013 
in last week’s issue of THE BLoop-Horse, 
page 382. The error was not enough to 
alter the percentage of decrease from 1949 
purses. But for the record: total purses 
for 2-year-old fillies, $1,398,213; total for 
mares and fillies of all ages, $3.686,172; 
average purse for 2-year-old fillies, $3,020, 
over-all average for fillies and mares of 
all ages, $3,315. 

The mistake was the result of an error 
in which the total purse distribution in 
Santa Anita Park races for 2-year-old {il- 
lies was listed as being $2.800 instead of 
$28,000. The error appeared in Table II, 
page 379, in several hundred copies of the 
magazine, but it was detected in time to 
make the correction in most of them. 


CORRECTION 


In the issue of December 30, 1950, THE 
BLoop-Horse published a list of yearlings 
sold by auction in 1950. It was arranged 
alphabetically by sires. On page 1494, 
column 3, the stallion Bull Reigh is listed 
twice, once following *Brown King, which 
is incorrect, and once following Bull Lea, 
which is correct. The first listing should 
be credited to Bull Brier, instead of Bull 
Reigh. The age and breeding are correct 
for Bull Brier, and the proper yearling is 
listed in that place. The data on Bull 
Reigh, in its proper alphabetical sequence, 
also is correct.
